Professional management a 
must for game's progress 


Professional management is vital to progress, says former Rock- 
hampton and District coaching director, Richard Evans. After four 
years of hands_on control in Central Queensland before turning 
to college teaching, Evans talks to Geoff Nash, sports editor of the 


Rockhampton Morning Bulletin. 


SOCCER in Central 
Queensland is being 
bothered by a period 
of negative growth, 
in which shrinkage 
of player numbers at 
junior and senior 
levels is a nagging 
worry for adminis- 
trators. 

Gladstone has formed 
a joint senior and junior 
task-force to come up 
with some answers to 
stop the drift in 1990, 
while Mackay district is 
strong in juniors but 
after that is barely hol- 
ding its own, with Cen- 
tral Queensland League 
clubs dropping out over 
the past two years. 

Rockhampton has ex- 
panded to take in 
Blackwater juniors but 
has completed an un- 
easy season, while Cal- 
lide Valley and Emerald 
are progressing mod- 
estly. 

Of these regions, only 
Mackay has a full-time 
coaching director — 
Peter Kelly. 

Richard Evans has 
studied the professional 
manager = system 
adopted many years ago 
in the United Kingdom 


ton and other Federa- 
tions should operate 
like the professional 
clubs do abroad. 

“Overseas the mana- 
ger has a key role as 
chief coach and a range 
of administrative 
duties,” he said. 

Conceding there is a 
shortage of courses to 
train men or women in 
Australia in these spe- 
cial skills, Evans insists 
this is the direction soc- 
cer should be moving. 

“Such a manager 
needs certain skills in 
administration as well as 
a proven background, 
accurate knowledge and 
qualifications in soccer 
and sports training at a 
fairly high level,’” he 
said. 


Managers would be 
responsible for running 
week-to-week Federa- 
tion affairs, fixtures 
programs, sponsorship, 
public relations and 
promotion. 


Coaching aspects 
would include re- 
sponsibility for the 
senior representative 
side or State League 
squad, if this comes 
about. 


Whether the code is 
soccer or any other 
team sport, the mana- 
ger should run coaching 
accreditation courses to 
raise the quality and 
number of qualified 
local junior and senior 
coaches. 


“When this pool is 
available, then the 
Federation would be 
able to lease out or con- 
tract coaches to take 
charge of district and 
zone representative 
sides from 14 years up 
to Youth.”

‘An energetic worker 
in the personnel-train- 
ing area, Evans believes 
this creates a flow-on of 
soccer players from the 
under-11 competition to 
youth and senior 
‘teams , with modern 
coaching all the way. 

Taking the apparently 
stalled Central Queens- 
land push to revive the 
State League next sea- 
son as an example, 
Evans says a full 
coaching development 
program would ensure a 
home-grown supply of 
skilled players to re- 
plenish State League 
teams. “ 

Although readily 
agreeing that club and 
district volunteer offi- 
cials are the lifeblood of 
soccer, Evans had 
doubts on overall admi- 
nistration expertise. 

“Amateur adminis- 
trators are like Sunday 
drivers. They seem to 
change personalities 
when they get behind 
the wheel and become 
power-mad.” 

But this phenome- 
non is not confined to 
Australia or Central 
Queer i 
“There is a saying 
among managers that if 
you are not successful 
straight away they will 
sack you. If you are 
successful they knife 
you in the back. 

“In my limited ex- 
perience I have found 
this to be true.” 

A part-time secretar- 
iat is essential to run a 
full program successful- 
ly, Evans said. 

‘As the Rockhampton 
Federation again pon- 
ders employment of a 
full-time professional in 
1990, Evans fears that 
the present salary scale 
widely accepted for 
State-subsidised 
coaches and executive 
directors will not attract 
the right people. 

“People they need 
are truly professional in 
outlook and will not 
work for the $20,000 to 
$25,000 a year that 
seems to be the norm.” 

Dedication of extra 
time and effort is de- 
manded, but not paid 


for, and often the paid 
officer is seen as an 
association’s “personal 
toy.” 

“So we have butch- 
ers, bakers and candle- 
stick makers telling 
coaches how and when 
to coach. 

“For myself, I would 
not presume to advise a 
tradesman,’’ Evans 
said. 

Casting his eyes to- 
ward the horizon, 
Evans hopes for a major 
advance at national 
level with the appoint- 
ment of the new Austra- 
lian Soccer Federation 
‘Commission, 

“Players of tomorrow 
will be selected on pro- 
fessional assessment, 
and this will reflect 
through their results on 
the international field,” 
Evans said. 

A similar approach 
adopted by regional and 
district administrations 
was essential through

Amateur Soccer 
Federation Ltd, | would 
like to thank my good 
friend Gary Power for 
taking the time and 
trouble to publish his 
thoughts on how the 
NSWASF Ltd. should 
spent its “purportedly 
amassed $400 000." 

Unfortunately Gary, 
there are two major 
problems with the 
article, 

The first is that we 
don't have $400 000 in 
the bank or anywhere 
near it, 

$400 000 would rep- 
resent our total revenue 
throughout the year. 

Most of this is spent 
on Regional Coaches, 
State teams prepara- 
tion, National 
Championships, 
camps, trophies, pla- 
ques and medals for all 
State tournaments, 
Promotion of soccer, 
coaching courses, 
organising and running 
State competitions, 
Country represent- 


atives, salaries, travel 
and accommodation, 
office accommodation, 
assets, contribution to 
Parklea, meetings, con- 
tribution to State Di- 
rector of Coaching, rep- 
resentations on other 
bodies, printing of State 
forms, general com- 
munication within the 
code, collections and 
maintenance of re- 
cords, publishing in- 
formation, ongoing 
dealings with various 
levels of Government 
and the media, negotia- 
tions with various sup- 
pliers, sponsors and 
licencees, presentation 
of awards, gaining and 
Provision of information 
and countless other 
tasks too numerous to 
mention, 

The second major 
problem with the article 
is that, apart from leav- 
ing out most of the 
above, it also left out 
one of the most impor- 
tant potential uses of 
such a large non-exis- 
tent amount of money 
— that of schools de- 
velopment. 


This is an extremely 
important area long 
neglected by soccer 
bodies and would be 
one of the first to be 
tackled by us if we had 
the funds. 

Other codes are 
doing this most effec- 
tively and leaving us 
behind. 

We have to compete 
or lose our status as 
Number One Sport in 
Australia. 

It must be remem- 
bered, while all other 
sports (to the best of my 
knowledge) receive 
Government funding, 
we, the NSW Amateur 
Soccer Federtion, do 
Not, even though we are 
the largest single sport 
state body in Australia, 

All Government funds 
go to the ‘Senior’ 
Federations. 

We therefore have to 
do all of the above from 
‘our own resources until 
this shameful imba- 
lance is redressed.

General Meetings

NORTH Shore private school students are 
protesting because they are barred from

Students, their parents and teachers, have attacked the 
State Education Department rules which prohibit private 
and Catholic school students from taking part in the 
Australian Schools Championship. 
NSW has three main organisations involved in schoolboy

Only a CHS team is allowed to take part in the 
championship, from which the Australian team is chosen. 

In 1985, the NSW Secondary Schools Soccer Association

This side is not eligible to compete at the championship. 

Barker student Peter Leslie was choscn this year for the 
NSW all-schools team which will tour South America, 

Leslie said it was “disappointing” knowing he could go no 
further in representative soccer. 


“Lithink we should.at least 
have the chance, and I hope 
the rule will change,” he 
said.

Yes, the official name 
of Verona’s once- 
mighty soccer team is 
Hellas, — the company 
which sponsors the 
team, but nowadays this 
‘once proud club is more 
famous, notorious 
rather, for the be- 
haviour of its suppor- 
ters. 

Massed in the south- 
ern end of Bentegodi 
Stadium, they are the 
curse of Italy. 

The Veronese were 
the first in Italy to im- 
port slogans and chants 
from England — all in- 
sulting and most of 
them racist. 

Once banners pro- 
claimed: “Verona, the 
most —sportsmanlike 
team in Italy welcomes 
visiting teams and their 


Italian clubs like Napoli 
play at Bentegodi, their 
players are continuously 
taunted by racist re- 
marks of the ilk of “You 
stink!"", “‘Go wash 
yourselves”, or ‘What 
iree did you climb down 
from?” 


At every home match 
a hard core of suppor- 
ters provoke police and 
bombard the visiting 
team’s bus with projec- 
tiles and iles of ev- 
ery description, espe- 
cially teams from the 
south. 


Once merely conde- 
scending towards their 
countrymen from the 
south, the Veronese 
these days have earned 
themselves the reputa- 
tion of being Italy's 
most racist city — 
thanks to the actions of 
a small band of tifosi. 


A large section of 
Verona fans are also 
political right wingers 
who brand all visiting 
teams as “communists”. 

Ascoli fans, when 
they travel to Verona, 
under strong police pro. 
tection, love to taunt 
the locals with huge por- 
traits of the late Cuban 


proclaiming that Vero- 
na fans are “Nazi dogs” 
Charming! 

Mind you, after both 
sets of supporters have 
had their inevitable 
punch-ups, they all 
turn, united, against the 
police and brand them 
as “fascists”! 

However, because 
this is Italy, not Eng- 
land, no serious injuries 
have yet occurred inside 
or outside the Verona 
stadium, 


Italian authorities 
have vowed to stamp 
out what they have tag- 
ged the “English Disea- 
se"’ before the World 
Cup finals. 

Meanwhile, Verona 
city officials, for their 
part, are trying to shed 
their city’s racist reputa- 
tion. 

Next month, Verona 
will become the first Ita- 
lian soccer club to em- 
ploy fulltime security 
guards in addition to 
uniformed police.

Mario Zagalo leads 
Emirates to finals

BRAZILIAN supre- 
mo Mario Zagalo 
has called the Un- 
ited Arab Emi- 


World Cup finals 
‘miraculous’. 
Zagalo, who has 

been associated with 


several Brazilian 
World Cup campaigns 
and was no mean play- 
er himself, claims the 
tiny Persian Gulf coun- 
try’s second place in 
the recent Asian qual- 
ifying tournament in 
Singapore was “‘the 
biggest surprise in soc- 
cer since the USA de- 
feated England in the 
1950 World Cup.” 


Zagalo points out 
that the United Arab 
Emirates only have a 
pool of 9,000 soccer 
players to draw from, 
compared to the 
tournament winner 
South Korea's half a 
million and, especially, 
China’s countless mil- 
lions. 

“Ours’ is a true Cin- 
derella story,” he says. 

“If anyone had pre- 
dicted we would come 
second behind the 
South Koreans, who 
were in a class of their 
own, and go through 
to the finals undefe- 
ated, he would have 
been laughed at. 


“But everything fell 
into place in Singa- 
pore. The players rose 
to the challenge and 


showed the benefits of 


spending several 
months together in 
camps in Italy, 
Switzerland and at 
home,” he added. 
Zagalo's side was 
tipped by most experts 
to finish last in the six- 
nation field where 
Saudi Arabia and 
Qatar were also 
coached by highly 
credentidlled Brazi- 
lians.
